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Police take 
to YoulUbe 
for updates 


RESIDENTS of Haverhill are 
being kept up to date on crime 
in their area thanks to new 
video briefings from police. 

For the past three weeks, the 
Haverhill policing team have 
been uploading videos detail¬ 
ing updates in staff, crimes 
committed and the priorities of 
the team and what they are 
doing to reduce crime. 

This week’s briefing told of 
various patrols in areas with 
high crime, as well as a fall in 
burglary after a prolific thief 
was detained. 

Haverhill resident John Burns 
films the short videos with 
Inspector Peter Ferrie once a 
week and uploads them onto 
YouTube. 

The five-minute videos are 
uploaded every week, filmed 
for the most part at Real Bodies 
Health and Fitness on Hollands 
Road in Haverhill. 

In the initial video, uploaded

on July 2, Insp Ferrie said he 
hoped this would be the “first 
of what we hope will be a week¬ 
ly update”. 

Mr Burns said: “Insp Ferrie 
updates the general public on 
what’s been happening in the 
last week or so in the general 
area. 

“He also updates people on 
the SNT (Safer Neighbourhood 
Team) priorities.” 

He said that the project was in 
its early stages but some of the 
videos had proved popular - 
with one week’s film clocking 
up over 220 views on YouTube. 

Mr Burns added: “I think it’s a 
good idea as it helps people to 
engage with what’s going on 
and it also might encourage 
people to look around and 
report what they see.” 

Chief Inspector Kim Warner, 


Policing Commander for St 
Edmundsbury and Forest 
Heath, said: “These video 
updates are a great way for the 
local policing team in Haverhill 
to keep the people of the town 
informed about any crime 
trends or significant incidents 
and events. 

“Suffolk Police are always 
looking for new and innovative 
ways to engage with the public 
and Inspector Ferrie, along 
with those involved in produc¬ 
ing the videos, have shown 
great initiative to utilise digital 
media to this end. 

“I would encourage local resi¬ 
dents to take five minutes each 
week to watch the videos, 
which will give them an insight 
into the work that the police in 
Haverhill are doing to keep 
their town safe.”

Father and son are 
jailed for burglaries

A FATHER and son who left 
footprints at homes they 
burgled have both been 
jailed. 

John and Joseph Tillett 
targeted separate proper¬ 
ties in Haverhill but each 
was caught after leaving 
footprints at the scene of 
the crime, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Monday. 

John Tillett, 49, and Joseph 
Tillett, 25, each pleaded 
guilty to two offences of 
burglary and were both 
jailed for a total of two and a 
half years. 

Sentencing them, Mr 
Recorder Ian Evans said 
immediate prison sentenc¬ 
es were inevitable because 
they both had previous con¬ 
victions for burglaries and 
dishonesty. 

Prosecuting, Laura 
Kenyon said that John 
Tillett, of Hamlet Road, 
Haverhill, was responsible 
for a break-in at a house in 


Withersfield Road on the 
evening of October 24 last 
year. 

The owner had returned 
home to find the contents of 
cupboards and drawers 
scattered on the floor and a 
collection of commemora¬ 
tive coins worth £300 miss¬ 
ing. 

He also stole £800 in cash, 
a bank book, laptop com¬ 


puter, crystal glasses, jewel¬ 
lery and a box of LP records 
from a property in Fern 
Grove between December 
18 and 31 while the occupier 
was away for Christmas. 

Miss Kenyon said that 
Joseph Tillett, of 
Manchester Grove, Canning 
Town, London, broke into a 
house in Broadcroft 
Crescent, Haverhill, 


between December 10-13 to 
steal Christmas presents, 
new clothing and a laptop 
computer. 

Later he used receipts 
taken with some of the 
clothing to obtain refunds 
at a Topshop store, said 
Miss Kenyon. 

Joseph Tillett was also 
responsible for burgling a 
property in Yerrill Gardens 
on December 12. 

He stole a laptop comput¬ 
er, £140 in cash, coins, 
stamps and three silver 
shields. 

Miss Kenyon told the 
court that many of the items 
stolen in the burglaries 
were of sentimental value. 

Defending, Stephen Dyble 
said the father and son, who 
had not worked together, 
were resigned to their fate 
and knew they faced sub¬ 
stantial prison terms. 

Both men had a history of 
substance misuse and 
Joseph Tillett was anxious 
to obtain help to deal with 
his problems while in jail.

Shop fined for illegal sales of alcohol 


A SHOP has paid out more 
than £16,000 after being 
caught selling alcohol to peo¬ 
ple under the age of 18. 

The Your Store, in Apple 
Acre Road, Haverhill, was 
found guilty - despite enter¬ 
ing a not guilty plea at Ipswich 
Magistrates Court. 

Metro Express Ltd, which 
runs the store, was ordered to 
pay a £9,000 fine, more than 


£7,000 in costs and a £120 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. The shop has 
previously been cautioned 
and spot-fined. 

Mr Jeyaruba, company 
director, sold four cans of 
lager to a 16-year-old, without 
asking for proof of age to be 
shown, the court heard. 

He was also found guilty of 
selling alcohol to someone 
under the age of 18 on another 


occasion. Then, he had to pay 
a £2,000 fine, £1,000 costs and 
a £120 victim surcharge. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member for public protection, 
said: “This case demonstrates 
that through on the spot fines, 
licence reviews and prosecu¬ 
tion any premises which con¬ 
tinues to sell alcohol to under 
18s will face appropriate and 
robust action.”

I’M so glad Cllr Griffiths has found 
the time to write to us in his busy 
schedule these last few weeks. I 
was beginning to wonder what we 
pay him for. 

It’s lovely to read about all the 
work St Edmundsbury are doing in 
Haverhhill, for which, he’s right, 
we should be very grateful. 

How remiss of us to forget about 
the cinema. Of course, next time 
we look at our forlorn High Street, 
lack of museum or lack of 
infrastructure compared to the 
amount of housing development, 
we’ll look to the cinema and count 
our blessings. 

Let’s not let the fact that it was 
nearly 10 years ago that it was 
built stop us from being eternally 
grateful. 

This is my problem Cllr Griffiths:

Brownfield 
site push 
scrapped

A BID to allow brownfield sites across 
Haverhill to be released for housing has been 
refused. 

Suffolk County councillors Tony Brown and 
lulian Flood proposed that a number of sites 
in the town be used to build affordable hous¬ 
ing, to stop green spaces being used. 

The motion, which was presented to full 
council on luly 17, was only backed by a hand¬ 
ful of councillors. 

Cllr Brown, who represents Haverhill East 
and Kedington, has hailed the decision as 
“deeply disappointing”. 

He said: “We have been fighting for housing 
to be developed on these sites and we were 
quite surprised that there was no compromise 
at all. Doing this could really relieve some of 
the burden on housing associations.” 

The county councillor praised Havebury 
Housing Partnership for their work across 
Suffolk in building new homes - but said that 
they have “one hand tied behind their back” 
because there is no space left to build in 
Haverhill. 

The housing association recently submitted 
five applications for new homes in Haverhill - 
but they were refused as the sites were too 
near a heavily populated area. 

Garages which are currently used by resi¬ 
dents would have been demolished to make 
way for the houses and flats. 

Some of the applications were withdrawn, 
and others thrown out. 

A final application, for Cambridge Way, was 
classified as “minded to refuse” by St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
Development Control committee earlier this 
month. 

Releasing the sites would allow more young 
people to get on the property ladder, Cllr 
Brown said. 

He said: “The youngsters of today will not get 
the same chances we had 30 years ago and it’s 
shocking. 

“All the council are concerned about is get¬ 
ting the best value for that land.” 

Affordable housing provision for the town is 
a top priority, according to Cllr Maureen 
Byrne, who intends to bring the issue to the 
borough council. 

Cllr Byrne said: “We are desperate for more 
affordable housing but the land is too expen¬ 
sive. 

“I don’t want to be voting against applica¬ 
tions by Havebury but they do not have the 
option of appropriate land to build on.”

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Schools to 
get extra 
funding 

SCHOOLS in Haverhill will 
receive £120 more funding 
per pupil after a nationwide 
cash boost from the 
government. 

Nationwide, schools are set 
to benefit from an extra £390 
million cash boost, in what 
West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has called the 
“biggest stop towards fairer 
schools funding in a decade”. 

The new budget will mean 
that schools in Suffolk will 
receive an extra £10.5 million, 
with per pupil funding in West 
Suffolk to increase by £120. 

Mr Hancock, who 
represents Haverhill, has 
welcomed the news and said 
it was part of a plan which 
would help young people 
access the education to get 
the skills they need. 

He said: “Children in West 
Suffolk deserve the very best 
schools so they can gain the 
skills they need to get on in 
life. That’s why I welcome 
this cash boost. 

“It means all out schools 
will get the resources they 
are entitled to and will help 
improve the quality of 
education for all children in 
West Suffolk. 

“This new money is part of 
our long-term economic plan 
to help all young people have 
access to the education and 
skills they need to succeed in 
life.” 


Finishing touches 
made to town Vision

THE final report on a planning docu¬ 
ment for the future of Haverhill has 
been submitted. 

Reports on Vision 2031 documents for 
Haverhill, Bury St Edmunds, and Rural 
have been returned to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 

The documents for all three areas 
have been the subject of much consul¬ 
tation from the public, and examina¬ 
tion by Roger Clews, planning inspec¬ 
tor. 

Follow a number of public hearings in 
January and February this year, Mr 
Clews made suggested modifications. 

These modifications then opened for 
public consultation before the inspec¬ 
tor wrote his final report. 

Cllr John Griffiths, leader of the bor¬ 
ough council, said: “It’s a huge respon¬ 
sibility to plan how best to manage 
change and growth over two decades, 
allowing for the right balance of devel¬ 
opment while protecting the special 
character and environment of the bor¬ 
ough. 

“We are very pleased that the inspec¬ 
tor has recognised that the vision plans 
were properly prepared through part¬ 
nership working.” 

In the latest report, which was received 
on July 14, Mr Clews has indicated a 
number of items which do not need to 
be included in the document - as well 
making suggestions for inclusion. The

report said: “Strong views were 
expressed at the hearing session on the 
need for and benefits of reinstating a 
railway link to Haverhill. 

“However, the available evidence does 
not persuade me that there is a firm 
prospect of achieving this during the 
lifetime of the Haverhill Vision docu¬ 
ment, however beneficial it may be.” 

Mr Clews continued to say that the 
town’s current traffic issues will be mit¬ 
igated by a new north west relief road, 
which will be controlled by a legal 
agreement, and other “associated 
transport measures”. 

The planning inspector also said that 
there was no need to change the use of a 
site near to Bumpstead Road from 
employment to housing. 

An outline planning application for 
200 homes has been entered for the site 
- but it is the one of the few areas in 
Haverhill suitable for “large-scale 


industrial or warehousing units”. 

He said: “It is sensible to retain its cur¬ 
rent allocation so as to ensure that a 
range of different types of sites are 
available to the market, as well as to 
avoid risk of compromising employ¬ 
ment development on other nearby 
sites. 

“It’s reallocation to residential devel¬ 
opment would not make the Haverhill 
Vision document sound.” 

The report also recognises the local 
support for a country park - but says 
that a 20 hectare “buffer zone” between 
the town and Calford Green provides 
“many times the area of parkland 
required for a development of this size”. 

Mr Clews also explains that a number 
of brownfield sites in and around the 
town centre have been allocated for 
mixed-use development - but what is 
built on these sites will be guided by the 
town centre masterplan, facilitated by 
ONE Haverhill. 

This must be developed in “close con¬ 
sultation with all the interested groups 
and individuals”, the report added. 

Mr Clews’ main modifications will be 
incorporated into the final draft of the 
plan, which is expected to go in front of 
full council on September 23. 

The document is also available to view 
at Haverhill House, in Lower Downs 
Slade.

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Finding a new direction 


As a top-class waterskier ranked fifth in the world, Rachel 
Casson’s sporting future was bright - until a horrific accident 
changed everything. But, she tells Emma Higginbotham, 
embracing spiritualism has opened up a whole new world. 


W HEN she was 5 years old, Rachel 
Casson heard a noise that 
petrified her. It was one of her 
favourite toys, a wooden dog that 
made a ‘clonkety- clonk’ sound when you 
moved it. But she wasn’t moving it. She was 
lying in bed - and the dog was on top of her 
wardrobe. 

“I remember waking up, and I could hear 
this ‘clonkety-clonk, clonkety-clonk’,” says 
Rachel, in her soft Birmingham accent. “My 
heart starts pounding, and then this dog just 
comes to the edge of the wardrobe, lifts off 
and lands on my bed. 

“Well I’m hysterical. I actually got a 
smacked bottom for that,” she adds with 
a wry laugh. My dad told me off, and my 
mum said ‘Stop this Rach, this is just your 
imagination’.” 

Curled up on the sofa of her Cottenham 
home, the 43-year-old explains that this 
wasn’t the first time she’d seen something 
deeply unusual. From as far back as she 
can remember, Rachel says she’s felt the 
presence of spirits, either sensing their 
energy “or seeing them as clear as I’m 
seeing you. Sometimes I was aware of 
children playing, and I’d sometimes 
wake up and see faces. 

“For me that was just my normality. 

But when I told my mum, or especially 
my dad, they’d say ‘Don’t tell lies’. So as 
a child it was quite hard to express how 
I was, because people thought I was 
away with the fairies.” 

As she grew up, Rachel learned to 
hide her secret, but it came to a head 
when her mother tragically developed 
ovarian cancer. “Two weeks before she 
died, my granddad, who 

passed away when I was 

4, came and sat on my 
bed and said ‘Rach, we 
need to take your mum 
away, she’s very poorly.’ And I knew the day 
she was going to die. I told my dad and my 
nan, but they wouldn’t let me go and see her 
in the hospital; they were trying to protect me. 

“I went to bed, and this feeling of peace 
come over me at about 12 o’clock. And then 
my dad knocked on the bedroom door, and I 
sat up and said ‘I know she’s gone’.” 

Eaten up by grief and anger at not being 
able to help her mum, Rachel, then 15, poured 
all of her energy into her sport: “My world 
had been torn apart, and the only way I’m still 
alive is because I had my waterski racing.” 

Born into a watersports-loving family, 
Rachel first took to the skis at 10, “and I was 
in my element,” she says. “Oh, it was my 
absolute passion. I loved the freedom and the 
speed. It’s an awesome feeling; it gets your 
pulse going, it makes you feel alive, and for 
me it gave me a point of focus.” 

As a speed skier, Rachel would complete 
four-mile laps against other competitors, 
exceeding speeds of a dizzying lOOmph. She 
was talented, too, becoming British Champion 
then European Champion by the age of 19: 
“the best I got to be was fifth in the world. It 
was good,” she grins, “but I always wanted to 
be World Champion.” 

Aged 20, it looked as though that dream 
would come true. Rachel was competing 
in the World Championships in Darwin, 
Australia, and all was in her favour. “It’s the 
best and the worst race I ever had in my life,” 
she shrugs. “I was so focused; I was overtaking 
people like they were going backwards, and 
I was a minute and 24 seconds ahead of the 
whole field.” 

But just 200 metres from the finish line, 
disaster struck. As she lapped a competitor, 
her driver didn’t realise they were way ahead 
and, to make the boat go faster, released a 



two-tonne ballast tank of water. A YouTube 
clip shows Rachel thrown from her ski and, at 
105mph, smashing through waves as hard as 
concrete. 

“It was like being in a washing machine,” 
she recalls. “Everything was in slow motion, 
and it felt like I was being punched. I didn’t 
know what was up or what was down.” 

She was hauled into the boat, “and I 
remember being in agony, spitting blood and 
disorientated. I didn’t realise, but I’d broken 
three ribs, my shoulder, my knee, and one of 
the vertebrae in my back.” 

Yet incredibly, Rachel got back on her 
ski and finished the race. “I had all this 

adrenaline in my body,” she explains. 

“It took me three attempts to get 
up, and I probably got last in the 
race, but I did finish. And when 
I finished I passed out,” she 
adds with a smile. “I came 
round, and had a fit because 
they were going to cut my 
lucky wetsuit off me. The 
ambulance man said ‘It’s 
not very lucky now is it?’!” 
Rachel was out of action 
for two-and-a-half years 
as she underwent countless 
operations, “and it totally 
changed my life. It was almost 
like when my mum died: it was 
like I switched off. Skiing helped 
me to deal with my emotions; it 
gave me a physical outlet to put my 
aggression into. So when I stopped it 
was very difficult, and I did everything I 
could to get back.” 

Her first competition was a European 
Championship in France: “But I wasn’t 
ready, physically or mentally. I didn’t do 
well; I think I got 11th. I came back a year 
too early.” 

Over the next five years, Rachel 
gradually built herself back up. As well 
as training in sports massage and relocating 
from Birmingham to Cottenham, she was 
once again crowned British Champion, won 
the European Cup and was second in Europe 
overall: “So I did very well, but mentally I 
could never let go again. Whereas before my 
crash I had no fear, there was this seed of 
doubt planted in my mind. It never was the 
same after that.” 

At 28 Rachel had another accident, again in 
the World Championships, again in Australia. 
“This time it wasn’t such a dramatic crash: It 
was quite a rough race and I fell, and my arm 
got jammed up my back.” It transpired she’d 
badly damaged her shoulder, but again skied 
on - which later earned her a strict telling- 
off from her surgeon. “He said ‘What are you 
doing? You don’t earn any money from this 
sport, and what would you have done if you’d 
withered your arm? You wouldn’t be able to 
work!’ 

“And that’s when it hit me. I had to stop. It 
was one of the most painful things I’ve ever 
done, but I knew I had to. And that’s when my 
life took a different turn.” 

In her years of competitive skiing, Rachel’s 
sensitivity to spirits had, she says, “quietened 
down: I was aware, but it wasn’t that strong. 
But after my last crash, that’s when all the 
spiritual stuff started to come back. 

“I had people walking through my bedroom 
in the middle of the night; I could see faces in 
the carpet, the curtains; I could see colours, 

I would wake up and hear conversations 
between two people; I’d be aware of how 
people were feeling. All these sensitivities 
were turned on, but I wasn’t in control. It was 
like being in a car with its headlights blazing, 
but I couldn’t drive the car. 

“I thought I was actually going mad,

because I would feel the energy around me all 
the time, I would feel my head tingling, and 
think ‘Oh my gosh that’s it, you’re losing the 
plot’.” 

Rachel had her epiphany while reading a 
book about spiritual healing: “I put it on my 
chest to reflect on it, and all of a sudden this 
golden energy was in the room and I could 
feel this presence and this love. It was the 
most awesome feeling I’ve ever had. My heart 
was racing, but in a good way, and my whole 
body was bathed in this warmth. That was my 
sign. 

“What the skiing enabled me to do was to 
run from the anger and pain inside me. And 
once I felt the love, I couldn’t be angry any 
more. I had to deal with it.” 

Rachel decided to join the Cambridge 
Spiritualist Church and, in 2005, completed a 
mediumistic course at Arthur Findlay College 
of Psychic Science in Stansted: 

“They call it Spooks Hall!” 
she chuckles. “I walked into 
the sanctuary there, and said 
‘Finally, I’m home’. I knew that 
there was a place where I could 
go and be me, where I wouldn’t 
be judged as nutty.” 

She describes spiritualism 
as “a religion, a philosophy 
and a science, but what 
makes spiritualism different 
to any other religion is that we believe in 
the progression of the spirit after death. I 
wouldn’t push it on anybody, but it’s what’s 
right for me. It’s given me a philosophy for my 
life, and it’s made me look at how I behave 
with others.” 

Today, Rachel divides her time between 
her sports therapy business and working as 
medium and healer, “and sometimes when 
people come in for a sports therapy session, 


they get a reading as well. I don’t charge them 
for it, but if their granny or aunty has been 
good enough to come through, and they’re 
so insistent that they’re going to stand by me 
and I’m going to get a message, I’m going to 
give it to them.” 

Does it freak people out? “Sometimes! It has 
done in the past but it’s more in control now. 
When I’m working as a spiritual healer I’m 
working; when I’m not, I’m switched off.” 

She also demonstrates mediumship in 
spiritualist churches around the country, as 
well as leading workshops both in the UK 
and Germany, “but for me it isn’t about being 
a showman, it’s about touching people with 
words of love and healing. That’s my passion.” 

Do people say she’s a charlatan? “Yes, 
unfortunately the world is full of people that 
think you’re out to seduce people and take 
people’s money. It really makes me feel upset, 
because if I can help somebody 
to know that their mum’s OK, 
and in a better place, and still 
loves them, then I will do that! 

“I get people who are very 
lnerable coming and sitting 
front of me, and I think it is 
a huge responsibility, but I do 
my mediumistic work in total 
humility and with total respect 
for others.” 

But, says Rachel, she no 
longer worries what others think about her. 
“People have thought I was nutty since I 
was a child, and I never really fitted in. But 
I’m myself now, and I don’t care whether I 
fit in or not. All I’m trying to do is share my 
spirituality with those who are interested. 

“I’m not asking people to turn to 
spiritualism, but maybe just look at it with an 
open mind - because it’s helped me so much 
in my life.”

‘Caring’ teacher 
died in accident 


A CRASH in which a “won¬ 
derful, kind and caring” 
teacher died was a “tragic 
incident”, an inquest has 
concluded. 

Lee Westrope, 42, of 
Beaumont Vale, was riding 
his motorcycle when he was 
involved in a collision with a 
vehicle towing a horsebox on 
the A1017 Haverhill bypass on 
December 8. 

An inquest at Bury St 
Edmunds on Monday heard 
Mr Westrope was trying to 
pass a Toyota Landcruiser 
towing a horsebox when the 
collision took place. 

Accident investigator Pc 
Rick Godden said that Mr 
Westrope had carried out an 
emergency braking manou- 
vre, which caused the rear 
wheel of his Kawasaki motor¬ 
cycle to lock up. 

After skidding for 30 metres 
Mr Westrope lost control of 
his bike and fell off, sliding

into the horsebox and the 
Toyota. He was declared dead 
at the scene. 

Pc Godden said the accident 
occurred on an uphill section 
of road between the A1307 
and Burton End as the Toyota 
was indicating to turn right 
into a private road. 

Other motorists reported 
having seen a car overtake the 
Toyota immediately before 
Mr Westrope began to attempt 
the same move. 

Pc Godden said: “It is possi¬ 
ble that the motorcycle, being 
much smaller, may have been 
positioned so it was in a blind 
spot. It is also possible that 
that the overtaking car lulled 
Lee into a false sense of secu¬ 
rity.” 

Pc Godden said the damage 
caused to the vehicles did not 
show that Mr Westrope was 
travelling at excessive speed. 


A post mortem examination 
confirmed that Mr Westrope, 
who taught business studies 
at Cambridge Centre for Sixth 
Form Studies, died as a result 
of multiple injuries. 

Recording a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death, Suffolk Coroner 
Dr Peter Dean said: “This was 
a tragic incident that sadly 
took the life of a young man 
who was clearly very keen on 
pursuing his studies.” 

After the inquest Mr 
Westrope’s parents said: “Lee 
was a wonderful, kind and 
caring son, and since his 
death it is as if a light has gone 
out in our lives and we are 
fumbling around in the dark. 

“With his great thirst for 
knowledge, Lee had so much 
more to give and so much 
more he wanted to achieve 
which makes his death such a 
tragedy for us, his family, and 
for people he would have 
helped.”

How does it work when both 
bands are operating under the same 
name, and playing some of the same 
material? 

Nobody owns the name you see. 
UB40 was a government registration 
form to get your benefits and we 
never patented it. I think we're 
all entitled to use the name, all 


original eight of us. So at the moment 
there are two UB40s out there: one 
promoting country and western with 
a bloke who's never made a hit record 
in his life, and there's another one 
promoting reggae and we've had 40 
top 20 singles. It's up to the fans who 
they want to go and see; the original 
singers or somebody else. 

How upsetting was the original 
split? 


I was heartbroken and I felt 
extremely betrayed obviously by my 
brother as well as my band of brothers. 
It was all very sad and acrimonious at 
the time. 

There's no chance of any kind of 
reconciliation then? 

I'm over it now because it's six years 
ago. There's no way back though 
because musically I've got a better band 
now. Onwards and upwards I say. 


two factions of UB40 with help from 
original founder Ali Campbell 


SO, there are two UB40s these days: 
the UB40 led by original founding 
member Ali Campbell, and then there’s 
the eight-man “dark side” featuring 
Ali’s usurping elder brother Duncan ... 

Let's just say this is one family 
argument you're best off out of. 

The original UB40 though, the ones 
behind worldwide hits Red Red Wine, 
Can't Help Falling in Love, and I Got 
You Babe, sold more than 70 million 
records and propelled reggae music 
into the mainstream after forming in 
Birmingham in the late 70s. 

Now older, wiser, and with the 
two bands not really talking to each 
other, UB40 (the, urn, light side?) are 
in the middle of a world tour, and Ali 
Campbell, alongside Astro and Mickey 
Virtue, is "little bit knackered" having 
just come back from Dubai: 

Newmarket Nights isn't going to 
seem quite so glamorous after all 
that jet-setting . . . 

I think it's quite glamorous actually. I 
do like doing those racecourse gigs. I've 
done quite a few in my time. They're a 
captive audience aren't they? Ha. 

That sounds a bit sinister! What do 
you mean "captive"? 

They're not necessarily there to see 
the band. I like that because you can 
steal some fans if you do a good show, 
which we always do. 

Let's hope there's no actual 
kidnapping. Do you like a flutter on 
the horses? 


Not really, no. I'm Scottish; 
we're a little bit mean like 
that. 

So what should we 
expect from the show? 

Astro is back in the 
fold with me so basically 
we'll be doing a greatest 
hits show, 90 minutes of 
hits. We're lucky because 
in the 80s and 90s we had 
40 top-20 hits so we've got 
enough to draw from. We're 
the perfect festival band for that 
reason. We can rock up anywhere 
and people will know the stuff 
already. 

Just the golden oldies then? 

We're not self-indulgent, we 
don't want to always push our 
new stuff. We've got a new album 
coming out and we'll do a couple 
of numbers off that but until people 
have heard your album I think it's a 
bit daft to be going out and playing 
it live. 

How has it been reforming as a 
trio? 

It's great having Astro back. Mickey 
obviously left the old UB40 when I did 
about six years ago, Astro has only just 
re-joined us [in December] and we're 
enjoying that. Like Mickey said, it's like 
putting on a pair of old boots. 

It's not strange just being the 
three of you up on stage? 

No it's great. We've got a fantastic

You played a handful of small 
club shows recently, how were 
they? 

Good fun, but a lot of hard 
work, which I'm not averse 
too, but it was extremely 
hard work. Cramped for 
space, sound limitations, the 
rest of it. Our rehearsal space 
is bigger than those spaces, 
it's like Wembley Stadium 
compared to them. But it is 
what is, a club gig's a club 
gig. Good for getting warmed 
up. 

How do you feel about the 
More Modern Classics release? 

I feel good about it. It's 
most of the singles from the 
last 16 years.

Half of it is done I guess, 
but I can't do anymore till 
September when all the live 
dates are finished. After the 
festivals we're touring Ameri¬ 
ca. Then that will be us till the 
end of the year, in the studio 
finishing the album. I want it 
done by Christmas because 
I want it out in Spring next 
year. It's early days but what 
I've got so far is great.

I suppose, but not in any 
way am I complaining about 
that. The only ambition I've 
got now is to live a bit longer 
and do more of it. 

You seem like you are enjoy¬ 
ing yourself more and more 
these days? 

I am very happy. It comes 
from getting older, realising 
a lot of stuff and having kids 
growing up around you.

EARTH TO ECHO 

certificate PG, 1h31m 

In 1982, ET phoned home and now 
another stranded extra-terrestrial 
requires assistance from pint-sized 
heroes to safely return to the stars 
in Dave Green's fantastical family- 
oriented adventure. 

Earth To Echo begs obvious 
similarities to Steven Spielberg's 
classic coming-of-age story and the 
1987 fantasy Batteries Not Included. 

Green's special effects-laden 
picture lacks the emotional wallop 
of the former and the unabashed 
charm of the latter, but does tread a 
familiar path through fresh eyes by 
employing the found footage format 
a la Paranormal Activity. 

Characters address an omnipresent 
video camera, verbalising their 
excitement and fear as a night¬ 
time bicycle ride into the desert 
becomes a rescue mission of galactic 
proportions. 

"I'm Reginald. I'm a bit of an 
acquired taste... that's what my 
mom says," confesses one of the 
boys in his endearingly nervous 
introduction. 

Like all examples of the genre, the 
lens invariably points in the right 
direction, regardless of realism, to 
capture important conversations and 
push forward the storyline. 

"What you're about to see is what 
happened to me and my friends 
one year ago," explains Tuck (Brian 



"Astro" Bradley). 

In fragmented footage, we meet 
Tuck's best friends Alex (Teo Halm) 
and Reginald aka Munch (Reese 
Hartwig) after they learn that a 
highway construction project is 
going to tear apart their community 
of Clark County, Nevada. 

The lads will have to relocate 
to different parts of the country, 
signalling the end of their balmy 
childhood. 

On their last night together, the 
boys follow strange signals on their 
mobile phones into the desert. 

They uncover a friendly robot, who 
has become stranded on Earth, 
and the boys pledge to help their 
otherworldly friend locate the 
missing parts of his spaceship so he 
can return home. 

Plucky classmate Emma (Ella 
Wahlestedt) joins the trio as they 
evade shady government officials 
led by Dr Lawrence Masden (Jason 
Gray-Stanford), who are also hunting 
Echo. 


"He just wants to go home!" 
pleads one of the children. 

"That will not happen," sneers 
Masden, "that thing is far too 
valuable." 

Earth To Echo is a state-of-the-art 
ode to ET and its imitators that ups 
the technical ante for a generation 
that prefers to swipe at tablets and 
smart phones rather than go outside 
and play. 

Green employs special effects at 
key junctures, but, for the most 
part, he's reliant on the young cast 
to carry his film. Halm, Bradley and 
Hartwig are appealing without being 
too winsomely cute, and there are 
some genuinely touching scenes of 
the boys choking back emotion as 
the enormity of the situation, and 
the risks, become clear. 

The titular robot's personality is 
encapsulated in a few beeps and 
trills that should, if nothing else, 
remind audiences to keep their 
mobile devices switched off for the 
duration.

Preparing 
for holiday" 

There’s no reason your garden has to end up in a nearby bucket of water, ancK^ othe 


There’s no reason your garden has to end up 
looking like a sea of straggly, wilted plants while 
you’re on holiday, even if you don’t have neigh¬ 
bours or friends who’ll water it while you are 
away. 

The secret is to have water-saving plans in 
place, along with tactics which will lead to the 
least water loss possible. 

Hanging baskets, among the 
thirstiest of customers, can be 
dunked in a bucket of water, 
or an old washing-up bowl 
filled with water, and given a 
complete soaking before you 
go. Then, if you have room, 
dig a shallow hole in a shady 
bed which will house the bas¬ 
ket while you're away. Place a 
water globe, or a plastic bottle 
with the end cut off, spout- 
side down into the basket 
and fill it with water so that the plants receive a 
gradual top-up. 

Place your patio pots together in a shady spot, 
to slow down evaporation, then give them a 
thorough soaking and place them on a large tray 
housing soaked capillary matting, which should 
feed the roots with enough moisture until your re¬ 
turn. Cut a strip of matting, submerging one end

in a nearby bucket of water, ancWfle other running 
down to the matting in the tray, which should act 
as a conduit to keep it moist. 

There are also many automatic irrigation sys¬ 
tems available, varying in simplicity. Most work 
on a timer system attached to your outside tap, 
supplying water via drip feeders or soaker hoses to 
release water slowly to the ar¬ 
eas it's needed in the beds and 
borders, or to your patio plants. 
More sophisticated types have 
sensors which detect rain and 
adjust the watering require¬ 
ments accordingly, while others 
start and stop the irrigation 
process according to moisture 
levels in the soil. 

For those with plants such 
as tomatoes, there are troughs 
available on to which you can 
place a growbag. Underneath 
the trough is a reservoir which will keep plants 
watered for up to 14 days through capillary wa¬ 
tering spikes which pierce the growbag and supply 
the roots with the water they need. 

Of course, canny gardeners will have thought 
about the problems of watering and will have 
gone for plants which don't require much help. 
Geraniums, for instance, love Mediterranean 



climates and will survive for some time without 
water. Cosmos, escholzia (Californian poppy, 
pictured), gazania, morning glory and helichrysum 
are all pretty drought tolerant, as are diascia, 
nicotiana, osteospermum and zinnia. 

Don't worry if your grass dries out. If you mow 
it before you go, leave the clippings on the lawn 
which will act as a mulch and conserve moisture. 
Otherwise, feel free to leave it long and then you 
should be able to give it a good cut on your re¬ 
turn, while the long grass will have protected the 
strong roots underneath. Grass invariably grows 
back healthily with the autumn rains. 

If you have a vegetable garden, give it a thor¬ 
ough soaking so the water goes deep down into 
the ground to the roots, as late as you can before 


you leave. If you have neighbours, get them to 
harvest any ripening produce (either for you or for 
themselves). 

If you're away for more than a few days, 
remove young beans, immature peas and baby 
courgettes as if these mature on the vine, the 
plant will stop fruiting. If you've grown sweet peas 
with your climbing beans, to help with pollination, 
pick off all the sweet pea flowers (not just the 
ones in bloom) because otherwise the plants will 
stop flowering. 

You may inevitably lose some plants while 
you're on holiday - but with a little TLC and a 
good deadhead or trim on your return, they may 
bounce back to give you pleasure for the rest of 
the summer.

Japanese cars top Warranty Direct UK reliability poll 


THERE’S some good news 
for owners of cars from 
Japanese brands, as they 
have topped a recent 
reliability survey conducted 
by Warranty Direct. 

The bad news? Certain UK 
brands didn’t perform so 
well. 

UK reliability figures were 
based on the performance of 
Jaguar, Land Rover and 
Vauxhall models. Warranty 
Direct said that UK brands 
had been placed bottom of 
the eight-nation table 
“thanks to low reliability 


scores from both Jaguar and 
Land Rover”. 

Its reliability table was 
drawn up from analysis of 
UK-owned vehicles 
averaging five years old and 
with mileages of around 
50,000. 

The lower the score given 
to a particular country’s 
cars, the more reliable they 
were. 

Japan, with a score of 80, 
was at the top of the list, 
followed by France (with a 
score of 113), South Korea 
(123), and USA (156). Then 


came Sweden (158), 
Germany (168), Italy (170.5) 
and, in last place, the UK 
with a score of 209. 

The most common faults 
for all the cars analysed 
were either axle and 
suspension or electrical. 

Warranty Direct pointed 
out that many Britons drove 
foreign cars that were made 
in the UK, for example, the 
Nissan Qashqai is produced 
in Sunderland and the Honda 
Civic in Swindon. 

Commenting on the survey, 
Warranty Direct managing 


director David Gerrans said: 
“Though the automotive 
industry has many blurred 
lines now in terms of 
countries of origin, the 
average consumer maintains 
certain preconceptions 
about car brands and the 
countries that create them. 

“’German reliability’ is an 
oft-used phrase, but as 
demonstrated here, the 
country’s output as a whole 
doesn’t match up to its close 
neighbours, the French, 
whose cars as a whole are 
more reliable.”

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WHAT’S new?: Porsche 
introduced an all-new 
Cayman in 2013 and it was 
essentially just that; a new 
structure and chassis, new 
engines, a new exterior 
design and a far superior 
cabin, writes Matt Joy. 

The standard Cayman 
proved to be a terrific thing 
in its own right, but as with 
many high performance 
cars, getting the right speci¬ 
fication is everything. 

This then is arguably the 
ultimate specification 
Cayman; in S form with the 
more powerful 3.4-litre 
321bhp engine, the purist’s 
choice of six-speed manual 
gearbox, the pricey but 
superb carbon ceramic 
brakes and the uncompro¬ 
mising but superbly sup¬ 
portive bucket seats. 

Looks and image: Where 
the previous Cayman was a 
relatively discreet-looking 


machine, the latest version 
has a bit more personality. 
There are shades of the 918 
Spyder in the front end and 
rather than hiding in the 
shadow of the 911, it’s a car 
you could choose for its looks 
alone. 

Better still, the Cayman has 
the image to stand up in its 
own right. It’s no longer the

option if you can’t afford a 
911, in fact you may find the 
odd 911 owner questioning 
their judgement... 

Space and practicality: 
There’s more space in the 


cabin for humans, and its 
easier to get comfortable as a 
result. You’ll find a little bit 
more storage in the cabin 
too; certainly a little less 
than a similarly-sized hatch¬ 
back but you won’t struggle 
to stash keys, phones and the 
like. 

Luggage space requires a 
little more effort. There’s 415 
litres on offer, which sounds 
good, but as this is a mid- 
engined car, the space is 
divided between the front 
and the rear - so take 
squashy bags rather than big 
suitcases. 

Behind the wheel: 

Everything feels just right 
from the hot seat; the driv¬ 
ing position and the weight 
of the controls are sublime. 
Fire up the flat six and there 
is a complex, delicious 
growl from the exhaust - in 
fact the sports exhaust 
option means more noise, 


it’s an essential choice. 

The Cayman S is so well 
honed it can deal with the 
boring day-to-day driving 
without effort, but when the 
road opens up, you realise 
just how good it is. The steer¬ 
ing is sharp but weighty and 
not hyperactive, while the 
handling balance is simply 
stunning. You can lean hard 
on it with complete confi¬ 
dence, and those carbon 
brakes are hugely reassur¬ 
ing. Most importantly, the 
3.4-litre engine is slick, sono¬ 
rous and deliciously fast. 

Value for money: A stand¬ 
ard Cayman S checks in at a 
not-unreasonable £48,783 
and for that money you’ll 
have yourself an outstand¬ 
ing sports car. Of course, a 
few choice options can bump 
the price a little, and the 
standard equipment levels 
are fairly modest. 

On the other hand, the 


Cayman is one of the least- 
depreciating cars you can 
buy, so should you be daft 
enough to sell it, you’ll get 
more of your money back 
than with almost all rivals. 

Who would buy one?: If 
you want your sports car to 
be a genuine ground-up road 
machine rather than a track 
refugee or a hopped-up ver¬ 
sion of a standard car, this is 
the one for you. As long as 
you only need two seats, you 
could use it every day and 
not find it a chore, whereas if 
you’re lucky enough for it to 
be your weekend play-thing, 
then your weekends are 
going to be amazing. 

This car summed up in a 
single word: Nirvana. 

If this car was a...: A celeb¬ 
rity, it would be Ryan 
Gosling. So annoyingly per¬ 
fect you want to hate it, but 
unfortunately you just 
can’t...
